DR. MAYO AN APOSTLE OF 
EDUCATION. 

The Rev Dr A. I). Mayo has !**•» 
paving Berea another extemhsl visit, 
and new student* and citizen* 
who have recently come into the vil 
Inge will lie interestisl ill some uc 
*11 ti t of this distinguished educator.' 

More thuu twenty year* ago Dr. 
Mayo left an im|Hirlant pastorate at 
the Eu*t to devote himself to the 
wotk of promoting general islucal ion 
throughout the Siutheru State*. He 
had Ins'll active in public life for 
many year*. In the early day* of 
the Republican |*irty lie was associ 
atisl with William H. Seward, of 
New York, and later won distinction 
in Ohio a* an advocate of the Bible 
ill the public schools. 

When Dr. Mayo olieycd the in 
ward cull to the ministry of isluca 
tion iu the .South he obtaimsl letter* 
of introduction from Su|H>rintendctit* 
of instruct ion ill nearly all the 
Northern States, and had already 
such an acipiniutunce iu Washington 
that he secured the friendship of the 
leading senator* and representatives 
from the South, Democrat* as well a* 
Republicans. Through these men 
lie was iutrodiicisl to the hoard* of 
education and su|s'rintendents of 
education throughout the South. 

To the Southern State* the educa- 
tion of all the | us iph* was a new idea 
and they had not men who were ex 
perienced iu the methods suitable for 
|Mipular education. Dr. Mayo went 
from citv to city and from state to 
state, ius|Ms'ting such schools as were 
already in existence and giv ing sug 
gestioiis for their improvement and 
for the founding of new one*. He 
coliHllltisI meiillier* of tlie several 
state legislatures, governor* of the 
stab's, mayors of cities, and worked 
in connection with different societies 
which were contributing to education 
in the South. 

In these travels he first visited 
Berea liefore there was any railroad 
here, in the early years of President 
Fairchild's administration, ami lie 
ini* frequently come since to give 
general lectures to the Faculty, the 
advanced student*, with some public 
addresse* to citizen* and the entire 
student Imdy. 

In later years hi* travels havelieen 
mure restricted liecause of his advanc 
ing age and still more liecatiHe of the 
iiiqMirtant work lie is doing in con 
nection with the Bureau of Educa- 
tion at Washington. Dr. Harris, the 
head of this Bureau, has long Mil 
ployed Dr. Mayo to edit ini|Mirtaiit 
publications to lie itemed by the 
government; aud for some year* he 
has Iss'ii at work 111*111 a history of

Paris, May 11. — The Matin's St. Pe- 
tersburg correspondent says It is per- 
sistently rumored that there has been 
a big light near Mao-Tleu-LIng pass 
between the Russians and Gen. Kuro- 
kl's army. The Russians, ho says, lost 
heavily, Lieut Gen. Sassnlltch being 
among the killed. 

London, May 11. — The Tokio corre- 
spondent of tho Morning Post, cabling 
under date of May 10, says that a high 
angle bombardment of Pert Arthur Is 
proceeding. 

Bt. Petersburg, May 11. — An official 
Investigation shows there Is no truth 
; In the report that the Vladivostok and 
Port Arthur squadrons have effected 
a juncture after a naval battle In 
which both squadrons suffered losses.

"Monsieur! Madame! Pierre Noir! 
Listen to me! 1 have saved you! 1, 
Jean Lireboeuf, 1 have rescued you!" 

bo spoke Jeau lirehoeiif, thrust my 
Jiia iiead within the door of the lodge 
in which vvere ths remaining prisoners 
oi the Iroquois. , 

it \vjj indeed Jean Ureboeuf who, 
ilro.Ung beyond the outer edge oi the 
village, huu been among the first to 
an approaching party ot visitors, 
ut any travelers possible, none could 
h.vve been more important to the pris- 
oners. Too late, yet welcome even 
now. the embassy Irom New France 
among the, Iroquois had arrived. In 
au instant the village was in an up- 
roar. 

i lie leaner of tills embassy from Que- 
bec was one ('apt. Juncalre. at that 
time of the Kreu li settlements. Inn in 
former years a prisoner among the 
OnondHM's. where he wan adopted Into 
the tribe and much respected. Jon- 
caire wa. accompanied by a priest of 
the Jesuit brotherhood, by a young 
officer late of Hie regiment (’arictian. 
and by two or three petty Canadian 
officials, as well as a struggling retinue 
of savages pic! ed up on the way be- 
tween Lake George and the Indian 
villages. He advanced now at the head 
of his little party, hearing in his hand 
a wampurn belt. He pushed aside the 
young men. and demanded that he he 
brought to the chief of the village. 
Teganisoris himself presently advanced 
to meet him. and of him Joncaire de- 
manded that there shoftld at once be 
called a full council of the tribe: with 
which request the chief of the Onon- 
dagos hastened to comply. 

Fully accustomed to such ceremo- 
nies. Joncaire sat in the council calm- 
bv listening to the speeches of its ora- 
tors, and at length arose for his own 
reply. "Brothers," said he. "I have 
here" — and he drew from his tunic a 
copy of the decree of Iritis XIV. de- 
claring peace between t lie French and 
the English colonies — "a talking paper 
This is the will of Onontio. whom you 
love and fear, and it is the will of the 
great father across the water, whom 
Onontio loves and fears. This talking 
paper says that our young men of the 
French colonies are no longer to go to 
war against Corlaer. The hatchet has 
been buried by the two great fathers. 
Brothers, 1 have come to tell yon that 
it is time for the Iroquois also to bury 
the hatchet, and to place upon it heavy- 
stones. so that it never again can be 
dug up. 

"Brothers, as you know, the great 
canoes front actoss the. sea are bring- 
ing more and more white men. I.ook 
about you, and tell tne where are your 
fathers and your brothers and your 
sons? Half your fighting men are 
gone; and If you turn to the west to 
seek out strong young men from the 
other tribes, which of them will come 
to sit by your fires and be your 
brothers? The war trails of the na 
tlons have gone to the west as far as 
the Great river. All t lie country has 
been at war. The friends of Onontio 
beyond Mlrhllinuu I ina< have been so 
busy fighting that they have forgotten 
to take the beaver, or If they have 
taken it, they have been afraid to bring 
It down the water trail to us, lest tho 
Iroquois or the English should rob 
them. 

. "Brothers, a great peace Is now de- 
clared. Onontio, the father of all the 
red men, has taken t lie promises of 
his children, the Murons, the Algon- 
quins, the Miamis, the lllini. the Outa- 
gamies, the OJibways, all those peo- 
ples who live to the west, that they 
wi’.l follow the war trail no more. Next 
lummer there will be a great council. 
Onontio and Corlaer have agreed to 
call the irlhes to meet at the Moun- 
tain in the st. Lawrence. Onontio 
■aye to you that he will give you back 
roai prisoners, and now he demauda 



that von In return give hirlt those 
whim you may have with you Tills 
is his will: and if you fail him. you 
know how heavy is Ills hand. 

"Brothers, I see that yon have pris- 
oners here, white prisoners. These 
must he given up to us. I will take 
them with me when 1 return For your 
Indian captives, it is the w ill of Onon- 
tio that you bring them all to the Great 
Peace In the summer, ami that you 
then, nil of you, help to dig the great 
hill under which the hatihet is going 
to be buried. Then once more our 
rivers will not be red and will look 
more like water. The sun will not 
shine red, but will look as the sun 
should look. The sky will again lie 
Ldue Our women and our children 
will no longer be afraid, anti you Iro- 
quois can go to sleep in your houses 
and not dread the arms of the French 
Brothers, i have spoken. Peace it 
good" 

Teganisoris replied In the same 
strain as that chosen by Joncaire. as- 
suring Mm that he was his brother: 
that his heart went out to him; that 
the Iroquois loved the French; and 
that if they had gone to war w ith them. 
It was but because the young men 
of Corlaer had closed their eyes so 
that they could not see the truth. “As 
to these prisoners,” said he, "take 
them with you. We do not want them 
with us, for we fear they may bring 
us harm. Our medicine man coun- 
seled us to offer up one of these pris- 
oners as a sacrifice to the Great Spirit 
We did so. Now our medicine man 
has a bad dream. He says that the 
while men are going to come and tpar 
down our houses and trample our 
fields. When the time comes for the 
peace, the Iroquois will lie at the Moun- 
tain. Brother, we will bitty the 
hatchet, and bury it so deep that 
henceforth uone may ever again dig 
it up.” 

"It is well." saiil Joncaire. abruptly. 
"My brothers are wise. Now lei the 
council end. for n»y path is long and I 
must travel back to Onontio at onco." 

Joncaire kne* well enough the fickle 
nature of these savages, who might 
the morrow demand another council 
and perhaps arrive at different conclu- 
sions. Hearing there were no white 
prisoners in the villages farther to the 
west, he resolved to set forth at once 
upon the return with those now at 
hand. Hurrying, therefore, as soon 
as might be. to their leader, be urged 
him to make ready forthwith for the 
Journey ba< k to the St Lawrence 

"I'nless 1 much mistake, monsieur." 
said lie to Law, "you are that same 
gentleman who so set all Quebec ivy

the ears last winter. My faith! The 
regiment Carignau had cause to re- 
joice when you left for up river, even 
though you took with you half the 
ready coin of the setilement. Yet come 
you once more to meet the gentlemen 
of France, and 1 doubt not they will be 
glad as ever to stake you high as may 
lie in this poverty-stricken region. 
You have been far to the westward. I 
doubt not. You were, perhaps, made 
prisoner somewhere below the straits.” 

"Far below; among the tribe of the 
lllini, in the valley of the Messasebe." 

"You tell me so! I had thought no 
while man left in that valley for this 
season And madame — this child — 
surely 'twas the lirst white infant born 
in the great valley." 

"And the most unfortunate " 

"Nay, bow can you say-ihat, since 
you have rome more than half a thou- 
sand miles and are all safe and sound 
to-day.' Glad enough we shall be to 
have you and madame with us for the 
winter, if, indeed, it be not for longer 
dw-elliLg.

Mary Conn.vnge, even after it 
month of starving foot travel and an- 
other month ot anxiet at the Iroquois

Mental and Manual Servitude 

By DR. HOWARD A. GIBBS, M. D. 

B HK joy of work under the conditions which ‘tirround the 
working class today is an impossibility, and to hold it up ;ti 
an ideal or as a duty is a hollow mockery. 

It is generally conceded that mental work presupposes a 
higher degree of development than manual work, hut this is 
not the real basis of the insidious distinction which is usually 
drawn between them. The distinction in its final analysis is 
a purely economic one. Manual work has become a badge 
of servitude, and in fact lies the basis of the distinction. Per- 
haps no class has been more ready to draw this distinction 
than the intellectual workers themselves. The aristocracy of brute 
force and the aristocracy of birth is disappearing, but the so-called aris- 
tocracy of brains still remains. 

In the development of our industrial system and the degradation 
of the mental worker through it, this aristocracy is hound to disappear. 
This process is already taking place. The most degraded slaves of an- 
cient Rome were her Intellectual slaves, more degraded from the very 
fact that they prostituted higher powers and possibilities. The editor, 
whose pen is directed from the counting room ; the college ptt.fessor, 
who must perforce explain and defend the capitalist system which gives 
him his salary; the clergyman, who preaches pointless platitudes to plu- 
tocratic pews — these arc some of the types of our modern intellectual 
slaves. The fact that they are often utterly unconscious of their servi- 
tude ami lay the flattering unction to their souls that they are several 
degrees above the manual laborer in point of freedom — all this only re- 
veals the depth of their degradation. 

The growing realization of this condition by the mental workers 
is tending to break down the barriers of distinction, and the emancipa- 
tion of both manual and mental workers, through the social ownership 
of the tools of production, will do away with it forever. Then social 
usefulness alone will determine the dignity of labor, and labor time 
alone will determine its reward, whether it be manual or mental.

dred and more million of men, for it is the name of the Buddha, pitiful, 
he who taught men to be kind, merciful and forgiving. 

Over against the name of Alexander, w ho made the name of Mace- 
donia terrible, write the name of Socrates, who walked barefoot in the 
snow as a private soldier in the Grecian army. His father was a stone- 
cutter; his mother was a nurse. He spent his time in talking with t he 
youths in the market place ; he was put to death because of his impiety. 
But his impiety represented his love for truth, his devotion to right, 
and after 24 centuries his name is the greatest name in Greece. Hu 
was the might of the right. 

The bible of Christendom contains in the main the words of humble 
men, but they spoke the truth and their words survive pyramids and 
overlay dynasties. Jeremiah in exile, I’aul in prison, Jesus on the cross 
— these represent the mighty ones of history, atuV their might lay in the 
right which they championed. 

Opportunities of the Stage

Playing Star Part in “ Sweet Kitty Bellairs.” 

HE opportunites offered to a young woman in the dramatic 
profession are more, I think, than in any other. There is 
always room at the top, and I presume that every young 
woman who goes on the stage has an ambition to become a 
star. To a young woman who has talent, and that is not 
difficult to discover, my advice would be to adopt the profes- 
sion of the stage. 

When one looks at the myriad of young girls who are 
working in stores, offices, and other places, earning a mere 
pittance and with no opportunity of advancement beyond a 
certain limit, one cannot help but sec the advantage of the stage as a 
profession if the applicant is suited in temperament, constitution, and all 
else, for her work. The stage is like all other arts. Because there is 
always room at the top one does not have to wait for a vacancy in the 
ranks for advancement. For painters, writers, singers, and actors ad- 
vance comes to those who are deserving, and this does not hinge upon 
the will of some petty employer. Even if the dramatic schools are grind- 
ing out actors by the dozens to-day, I would not discourage anyone whom 
I thought had ability to enter the profession. Good actors are scarce 
enough, and the stage will not be hurt In the addition of a number of 
bad actors if a few good actors can be given to it. 

To a girl who loves her work and realizes its seriousness, I would 
say, by all. means, go ahead. But to the young woman who looks upon 
the stage as a sort of frolic through life ami an easy way of gaining the 
admiration that she craves, 1 should say keep awaj from it. In ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred success on the stage is the result of hard 
work. In no profession, business, or calling is the work s,, hard or try- 
ing, and the young person who contemplates making a step in this pro- 
fession should realize that she is about to enter a profession in which 
the hardships, disappointments, work, and triumphs if they should 
finally come — are greater than in any othtr walk of life 1 can recall.

SOME EFFECTS OF ALCOHOL 

London Doctor Es plains Its Peculiar 
and Destructive 
Work. 

Al-ohol contains no nitrogen It 
therefore i an never and does never 
produce tissue Its food value depends 
exclusively on its production of ener- 
gy; ami the flrat Indisputable fact la 
that alcohol can be burnt within th* 
body It may therefore tie * food, and 
In fevers It la probably the moat valu- 
able food that • an be- given to a pa- 
tient. fur In fever one cannot digest, 
and ahohut need* no dlge*iinn it la, 
so to speak, a predigeaied food and 
pa -men unchanged to the tlaaue*. there 
al once to he utilized What are the 
facta In health? 

It ha* been experimentally proved, 
not once but often, not In one country 
or continent, hut In physiological lab- 
oratories all over the world, that In 
health only about one and a half 
mini e* of absolute al- ohol ■ an he burnt 
within the imdy each day. this only 
obtaining when the substance la taken 
In auffii lent dilution and al suflh lently 
numerous Intervals Approximately 
three ounces of w hisky or brandy taken 
in four- hourly doses of half an ounce, 
well diluted. 1 m all lb.it the average 
, man of normal temperature can utilize. 

Hnw^'loca It come about that an many 
of ua take alcohol to kerp out the 
I cold? Simply because ihe nerve* of 
Jour sense of lem perai ure end In the 
skin He our skin well supplied with 
warm blood we say we are warm, and 
vlre versa Furthermore, we normally 
lose heui and keep our temperature at 
the proper level by radiation Ironi the 
skin Any drug that dilutes the blood 
vessels of ihe skin will therefore tend 
to make us feel warmer anil lie ■ older. 

Infinitely more tm|iorti>nt than alt 
these considerations, is the actloti of 
alcohol on the nervous system I have 
no business at this moment with the 
records of insanity or < rime, but It la 
worth while to dispel another popular 
fallacy as fo ihe influence of alcohol on 
the menial processes 

Numberless tests have been 'carried 
out with such processes as adding up a 
column of figures, writ lug an account 
of a simple occurrence, discriminating 
between colors, and so forth And the 
singular result, well established and 
confirmed, is that alcohol delays thu 
rapidity and Impairs ihe accuracy of 
these processes while producing tho 
most convincing Illusion of ease and 
rapidity. The calculator has a sub- 
jective impression of facility which tha 
cold clock entirely falls to cuuUra.— 
Dr. Salccby, in Lundon Mail.

THE FINANCES OF RUSSIA. 

In Recent Years the Supply of Loau#- 
ble Money Ha* Become 
Scarce and Dear. 

RuhMa's position I* like that of a 
nublcmau who haa a large hut utterly 
neglected estate and a house that is fall- 
ing about Ills ears, who le deeply in debt, 
who pays one lender by borrowing from 
another, who sen his debts steadily 
mounting up towaid the point a^whitb 
ruin bexunea unavoidable and w ho des- 
perately makea the most fantastic at- 
tempts at making money, hoping to dis- 
entangle himself, r.ayso Eltxbacher. In 
the Nineteenth Century. One of Rus- 
sia's strange expedients for getting 
moody was lately revealed. According 
to Its extremely well-informed Peking 
correspondent, Russia claimed, after 
the Boxer rising, from China, an In- 
demnity of E 17.800.000. on the ground 
that she kept. 179,000 soldiers in China 
at an expense of L 100 eac h According 
to the Peking correspondent of th# 
Times she kept In reality only 50.000 in 
Chin# 

Of late years the supply nf loanable 
money has for various reasons become 
Scarce and dear In the various money 
tenters of the world, nnd It would have 
l>een extremely difficult for Bttssia to 
provide for her ordinary peace expendi- 
ture, as she would not easily have been 
akje to obtain these loans without w hlch 
she can apparently not make both ends 
lieet Therefore It Is not easy to see 
how Russia will he able to raise th# 
funds necessary for carrying on the Jap- 
anese- war. which will probably prove 
exceedingly costly, and how she will 
meet her current obligations unless she 
should abandon her overamhitbms |>o!- 
Icy, which is bevond her financial 
strength, and disband her army and 
navy. However, such an event seems 
hardly likely. 

Many of the best observers have for a 
tong time past been nf opinion that Rus- 
sia Is financially unable o conduct a 
great war llnwov.r #a-k of money has 
never prevented a nalion from going to 
war. for It may make up for Its war ex- 
penses by repudiating Its public debt. 
Whether Russia will meet her obliga- 
tions In full remains to I** seen If shs 
should Ik- forced to repudiate or to com- 
pound with her foreign creditors, either 
heratis* of the costliness of the present 
war or he< atise the International money 
market can no longer supply Russia's 
insatiable ftnato lal requirements, It will 
be an evil day for the French nation, 
which has lent to Russia more than 
£300,000,000. 

Russia’s financial rollspse would prob- 
ably mean the break-up of the dual al- 
liance for In the first place the thrifty 
Frenchman Is exceedingly sensitive 
when his pocket Is touched and In the 
second plsre Russia would have proved 
herself financially unable to be an effi- 
cient ally to Franc# In rase of w ar. Am- 
ple funds are. after all. sinews of war 
which are as IndfspettsaLle as are armies 
and fleets. 

INDIANS OF ALL COLORS. 

Negroes Predominate In Muskogee, 
Whites Come Next and Reds 
Are Almost Rarities. 

The first impression one gets of 
MuskoRec. the largest and most Impor- 
tant town In Indian territory. Is that 
of a southern city with a large negro 
population. The negro predominates, 
the whites come In next and the rel 
men are often pointed out as excep- 
tions. one might almost say raritlea. 
And y et. says the Kansas City Journal, 
legally and technically In Muskogee a 
large proportion of these negroes and 
white men are Indians and are called 
such; and this is true throughout tltA 
Creek and Muskogee nation. Th# 
title Indian Includes Indians by blood. 
Indians by Intermarriage and freed- 
men 

The freednten are the slaves who 
were liberated during the civil war. 
or their descendants. They were ad- 
mitted to full citizenship tu the Creek 
nation and are entitled to share In th# 
distribution of the lands and moneys 
of the tribe They can vote for the 
tribal officers and ars eligible to tho 
tribal offices. The Creek council, con- 
sisting of the house of kings and the 
house of warriors, 1# In part matte up 
of negroes. 

Freednten. however, have not been 
admitted to citizenship in the two 
southern tribes, the Choctaws and the 
Chickasaws, but the United States gov- 
ernment proposes to glv# them 40 
acres of land apiece, but It must reim- 
burse these two nations for the land# 
thus presented by a generous govern- 
ment to those who were formerly in 
bondage to the government's wards— 
the Indians. 

Intermarriage between the full-blood 
Indians and the freedmen has been 
frequent and extended among th# 
Creeks; somewhat less so among th# 
Semlnoles, and practically unknown 
among the Choctaws and Chickasaws 
The existence of these negroes in such 
numbers as ln the Creek uatlon and 
under the circumstances creates a ne- 
gro problem of gr#at Importance and 
greater difficulty.
